General summarized phases of “he act 
for the Calgary Herald, emphasizing 
certain points as follows: 

(1) All producers .6f agricultural 
produce must surrender to the gov- 
ernment seven per cent of all market- 
able commodities produced on their 
farms or ranches at the time of sale. 

(2) No allowance ig to be made to 
the farmer, or rancher, grain grower 
dairyman or poultryman to offset pro- 
duction costs, 

(3) Farmers and ranchers will be 
unable to take advantage of ‘market 
prices of the day” because of the pro 
visions in the bill which prevent them 
from shipping outside the province 
without first securing a permit from 
the minister, 

(4) Every primary dealer in the 
province will automatically become a 
government agent, without pay, as 
soon as the act is placed in operation. 

(6) The minister charged with the 
operation of the bill can recommend 
the distribution of any or all of the 
produce surrendered to the govern- 
ment for “distribution of relief ip 
kind,” thereby exposing the act to 
wholesale abuses, 

(6) There is no provision for crop 
loss insurance tn a proper sense of the 
term. The only “ingurance” clause 
in the act confine tc 
as seed g! ats 40 formers wen bare 
lost grain crops. 

(7) There are no provisions for in- 
surance for livestock producers who 
suffer losses, despite the fact that the 
producers must turn over to the gov- 
ernment seven per cent of their pro- 
duction at time of sale. 

(8) Autonomous government, as far 
as the rural municipalities are con- 
cerned will be practically obliterated 
under Section 12 of the bill. 

(9) Taxes payable to the govern- 
ment by farmers, especially tn the irri- 
gation areas, will be more than triple 
if the act in its present form is pw 
into operation, 

Section 6, providing for notice of 
shipment for all who plan to sell out- 
side the province will affect those who 
formerly sold wheat or livestock ac- 
cording to market considerations. But 
the ten days. notice which must be 
given the government would interferr 
with free action in this respect. The

Section 11, regarding crop insurance 
says: “That the funds shall be avail- 
eble to provide for crop loss insurance 
in the nature of grants of seed to 
farmers who have lost grain crops 
through drouth, hafl, frost, cutworms 
and grasshoppers, in such manner ar 
may he from time to time prescribte 
by the Heutenant-governor in council.” 
Application of this would apparently 
affect only grain farming, with ne 
henefit {0 such things as livels'o:k, but- 
ter, poultry, sugar beets, ete, Crop 
hail insurance is dealt with in anoth- 
er action. 

Section 12 Is of interest to munict- 
palitios dealing as it does with revenue 
and expenditure returns to be made to 
the government by municipalities.

The license 
costs him $20.00 per annum or half a cent for every mile he travels. 
Moral:—The less one drives, the more it costs for a license. 

A commercial traveller, on the other hand, using his 
Ford V-8 for business and a little pleasure, may drive 20,000 miles 
per annum. The license costs him $20 per annum or one-tenth of 
a cent for every mile he travels. | Moral:--The more one drives, the 
less it costs for a license.

VA The cost of the use of the highways ought to be equal- 
ized so that those who use should pay according to the mileage 
travelled. But how? Simply by issuing to every passenger car 
owner at a fee a permanent license and increasing the gasoline tax 
sufficiently to meet the reyenue ordinarily derived from the sale of 
auto licenses for passenger cars, 

The proposal. would seem on the face of it, fair and 
equitable and not open, to serious objection. Furthermore it would 
prove to he good economy in times when economy is sadly needed 
in government circles—-all the cost of buying, selling and keeping 
track of licenses as they now exist with their inevitable changes 
would be abolished to a large extent and the government could 
more easily keep track of licenses issued on a permanent basis. 

It is not suggested here that this proposal: should in- 
clude trucks, — That should be worked out on the same basis plus 
an annual license based on tonnage capacity. It will be clear that 
the larger the truck, the more damage it does to the roads, and that 
alone should be sufficient justification for having the additional 

- annual license on trucks of different capacities. 


BRITISH AID 


ROM A USUALLY well-informed and reliable London corres- 
pondent there emanated a despatch that a proposal had been 
mooted in high British circles whereby in the event of another war 
with Germany, Great Britain would agree, with her allies, repay 
France, to land all her air and naval might in the conflict, but woul 
not send a single soldier to the Continent. 


This recalls to'mind, now a matter ofhistory, how the 
original British Expeditionary Force of 100,000 men came to be des- 
patched to France with such speed and secrecy in August 1914, iit
